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The Centralized Master Bidders List (CMBL) is a master database used by the State of Texas Purchasing 
entities to develop a mailing list for Vendors to receive bids based on the products or services they can 
provide. (Comptroller.Texas.Gov) 

You will be able to search for Texas Certified Historically Underutilized Businesses (HUBs) Vendors from 
the Texas Comptroller of Public Accounts website:

From the CMBL/HUB Directory change to "HUBs on CMBL" to perform a search for HUB Vendors.

Use the NIGP Class and Item Codes within the "Multiple Vendor Search" to identify Vendors who can 
provide the products or services for your requirements.

Save this report to go along with your City of Round Rock Vendor Search. 
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This list gives you the summary total of Vendors and the number of HUBs in Williamson Country. 
Repeat with Travis Country. 

If no Historically Underutilized Businesses are available, then you must show documentation that effort 
was made. Print the page of the results to add to your documentation. 

You now have a complete list of Vendors from the City Vendor List and the CMBL.  You may add and 

contact additional Vendors identified through research that are not on these lists.  To complete and 

RFQ (Request for Quote) the goal is to contact at least 2 HUB vendors (if available) and as many 

vendors as is needed is to collect 3 or more quotes.
